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BOARD OF TRADE ON 
COMPENSATION ACT 


Much Important Business Discussed 
at Regular Meeting Tuesday Aft- 
ernoon—The Annual Meeting This 
Year Will Take Form of Banquet 
—Railway Facilities for Country 
North, East and West. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Edmonton board of trade fuceday 
afternoon with President Fraser in 
the chair, was one of the most inter- 
esting that has been held for some 
ononths. There was a large attend- 
anee of members and a number of 
Qnatters of importance came up for 
consideration in the session that last- 
ed over two hours. 

Probably the most important ques- 
tion discussed was the Workmen’s 
Compensation act which was brought 
to the atrention of the meeting by W. 
H. Clark, of the Edmonton Lumber 
Co. Mr. Clark submitted the purport 
of a letter enclosing suggestions for 
umendments of the act as asked for 
by Premier Rutherford at a confer- 
ence, and he asked that the board 
endorse those amendments. <Actiort’ 
was deferred, however, until a later 
Meeting, when the members will be 
better posted on the act. 

The Communications. 

Kdward J. Fream, secretary of the 
Alberta Farmers’ association, wrote 
asking that the board endorse a reao- 
lution asking the government to pro- 
ceed with the construction of govern- 
ment clevators. This resolution was 
favorably spoken of and was then re- 
ferred to the -eouneil of the board for 


definite action, 
The Bulk Sales Act. 
The secretary stated that at a re- 


cent meeting of the wholesale section 
of the board, the Bulk Sales act of 
British Columbia was considered and 


it’ had been decided that it be sub- 
mitted to the entire board for their 
consideration and approval, 


G. M. Morgan, speaking on the act, 
eaid it was a very simple one. It had 
been felt for some time that some- 
thing should be done to protect deal- 
ers from dishonest creditors. The act 
did no injustice to an honest man.

The chairman asked if the street 
railway was the cause of the difficulty 
at present and Mr, Clark replied that 


it was more due to the natural m- 
crease ot traffie than to anything else. 
Several of the members were averse 
to take action that might be antag- 
onistic to the street railway. 

The transportation committee were 
asked to look into this matter and 


tuke such action as might seem neces- 
sury. .They were also asked. to look 
into the question of a crossing at 
Clover Bar bridge. 

Better Railway Facilities, 

Dr. Riddell being called upon spoke 
at some length on the need of hetter 
railway facilities to the northwest of 
Edmonton in which country he had 
recently ‘been travelling. He sug- 
gested that a resolution be passed eal- 
ling attention of the local government 
to the pressing needs of railways in 
this country and endorsing its gen- 
eral railway policy. ° 

W. H. Clark spoke aloong the same 
lines, emphasizing the difficulty of 
building good roads in the district 
around Edmonton, 

The resolution outlined by Dr. Rid- 


dell was passed on his motion, see- 
onded by W. H. Clark after K. W. 
McKenzie had also spoken df this 


matter, ste\ing that to the northeast! 
of Edmonton also was a country that 
urgently needed railways. The presi- 
dent wes also asked to name a eom- 
mittee to wait upon the local govern- 
ment at couvenient time to 
press this resolution, 


An Annual Banquet. 

The president suggested that this 
year the annual meeting in six weks’ 
time might take the form of « banquet 
in order to get a larger attendance 
and also to bring out a wider diseus- 
sion. It had also been suggested that 
a number of prominent railway men 
and pub‘ic men be asked to attend. 

The suggestion was endorsed by F. 
Sommerville, K. W. MeKenzie, Dr. 
Riddell, On motion of Mr, Clark, 
seconded by Mr. McKenzie, the mat- 
ter was left to the council of the

The Workmen's Compensation Act. 

W. H. Clark brought up the matter 
of the Workmen's Compensation act. 
It had been stated in the press that

British Columbia act was a good one 
but some of the clauses of the Alberta 
uct were more stringent. The objec- 
tions of the employers of labor wa 
to the clauses that did not specify the 
definite liability of the employers in 
case of injury to their employees. He 
contended that the province of Alberta 
eould not expect to attract capital in 
competition with British Columbia, 


where there was, he said, a much less 
stiingent act 

He submitted a draft of the suggest- 
ed amendments to the aet whieh the 


employers had been asked to draft by

Premier Rutherford as the result of 
their interview with the government 
last week. The gist of the amendments 
were in defining the extent of Mw»il- 
ity for death or serious injury, making 
the companies liable only on this act 
and not under common law ,and hav- 
ing the government establish @ fund 
to be contributed to by the employer 
and the employee. 

Mr. Clark submitted a resolution 
esking that the board endorse the re 
quest that the Alberta act be made 
less stringent and with less lability 
and in line with the aci in foree ip 
British Columbia. The resolution was 
seconded by Rey. Arthur-Murphy, who 
enlarged on what Mr, Clark had eaid. 

The chairman said he was sorry to 
fee the resolution brought before the 
ward without notice, The act ai- 
fected two very large bodies of the 
commuaity who were deeply interest- 
ed. He thought it might be unwise 
to bring this matter up suddenly es- 
pecially on the verge of a politica! 
campaign which the board might wise- 
ly avoid, 

Mr. Clark said question was 
not # political one, It was entirely 
removed trom the realm of polities, it 
was solely a question of right and 
wrong. 

Mr: Fraser‘Well it is being made 
a politica) question by some people to 
somecextent.”’ 

H, Milton Martin said he eould not 
support the resolution beeause he did 
not know anything of the act in ques- 
tion, 

Dr, Riddell—‘Has the British act 
tha same indefiniteness that you com- 
plain of in the Alberta act?” 

Mv -Olark—b am ashamed to say 
that it has, but there is this differ. 
ence that Great Britain is an old coun- 
try owith established industry.” 

Tt was moved in amendment to the 
resolution “by PE. “Lessard, se¢onded 
by H. Milton Martin, that the matte: 
be left. over till next meeting and in 
the meentime the secretary of the 
oard distribute eopies of the act 
among the members till they become 
thoroughly posted in its contents. It 
was later agreed, ‘after further remarks 
by Mr. McKenzie, George 8. Mont- 
komery and others, that the commit- 
tee on industries go into the question 
and make a report at a special meet- 
ing in two weeks’ time 

This-ended the business of the meet- 
ing which adjourned shortly after six

EXPECT LAND GRANTS. 
Imperial South African Veterans Endorse 
Reserve Force Proposal. 


Toronto, Jan, 12—“1l want to say,” de- 
clared Mr, Shelford Grimwood at the 
meting of the Imperial South African 
Veterans’ Association, “that when we get 
our grants of land, every possible precau- 
tion will be taken to prevent their fall- 
ing into the hands of land sharks. The 
government, according to a statement 
made to me at Ottawa by the Hon. 
Frank Oliver, Minister of the Interior, 
is displeased beause of the sale of grants 
made recently, and do not want a 
petition. To make it possible that every 
member of the association be allowed to 
take up their land, financial aid will be 
udvanced by the association at large.”” 

The meeting was called to submit to 
the members a report on the work of the 
delegation which applied for land grants 
on their behalf at Ottawa on Saturday 
last. Mr. L. Wilshaw, the president, and 
Secretary Grimwood expressed confidence 
that the grants would be given at an 
early meeting of the cabinet and mili- 
tary council. The members of the associa- 
tion, who now number 4,000, are prepar 
ed to form themelves into a reserve force 
for ten years service in Canada in return

Henniker Heaton’s Eulogy of Hon. 
Rudolphe Lemieux.

London, Jan, 12--Shown an Ottawa 
message to the effect that the Canadian 
and British Governments were consider- 
ing a scheme for the establishment at a 
near date of two-pence-a-word cable- 
grams, Mr. Henniker Heaton said: “Mr. 
! great imperialist. His pres- 
ence here this winter gave an impetus to 
the movement for penny-a-word cables, 
whether this is impossible of attainment 
or otherwise, He left with the state- 
ment that he was quite satisfied with 
the results of his negotiations, and would 
come back in the ‘spring to conelude 
them in what he hoped would be a sat 
isfactory manner, I am_ perfectly cer- 
tain Mr. Lemieux will adopt one of two 
courses; he will propose to the cable com- 
panies to reduce their rates, so as to 
place cabling within the means of the 
mass of the people, or in the event of 
their declining to meet him he will con- 
struct with the aid of the British govern- 
ment and the Governments of Austra- 
lasia a state-owned cable or cables ca- 
pable of carrying fom ten to twenty mil- 
lion words a year at a cost of two-pence 
per word, 

“The moment parliament meets Sir 
Edward Sassoon, who is chairman of the 
Telegraph Committee of the House of 
Commons, will summon a meeting in 
support of Mr. Lemieux. There is every 
reason to believe we shall have the sup- 
port of Mr. Lloyd-George. Meanwhile T 
may say Mr. Lemieux has the strongest 
assurance of financial support from Aus- 
tralasia,”’ ,

Portage la Prairie, Jan. 12.—Mayor 
Woods today suspended Chief Hussey, 
of the police force, and appointed 
Thomas Bridle, acting chief. This is 
the outcome of a words discussion 
over the telephone between the mayor 
and the chief. At midnight some 
one called up the mayor and informed 
him that a policeman was at the 
C.P.R. station in a drunken condition. 
“Central” at the telephone exchange, 
when asked, stuted it was Chief Hus- 
sey himself who had called up, and 
the Mayor then called up the chief, 
but the latter denied he had ‘phoned 
the mavor, and then went on to at- 
the mayor for his attitude at 
the council meeting on Monday night

WINSTON CHURCHILL, 
LLOYD-GEORGE 70 GO 


These Radicals, Who Naval 
and Army Expansion, Said to Be 
Displeasing to Premier Asquith— 
The Situation in India Enters 
Into Question. 


London, Jan. 12.—Serious trouble 
has arisen within the British cabinet 
and a complete rupture is expected 
shortly after the meeting of parlia- 
ment in February. Winston Spencer 
Churebill, president of the board of 
trade, and David Lloyd-George, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, are both like- 
ly to be fereed out. The cleavage is 
largely the result of the strong mili- 
tary and naval poliey of the cabinet. 
Premier Asquith demands a_ big 
navy, and Mr. Haldane, secretary of 
state for war, a thoroughly efficient 
army. Churchill and Lioyd-George 
denounce the policy of their superior 
colleague as militarism entirely out of 
harmony with Liberal principles, 
The particular question upon which 
the ousting of Messrs. Chureihll and 
Lloyd-George will develop is that of 
the proposed construction of six new 
Dreadnoughts, to cost approximately 
$60,000,000. 

The Premier's Position. 

Premier Asquith asserts that the 
European outlook is so warlike that 
England must pursue a vigorous for- 
ward naval policy. Mr. Haldane 
declares ‘that the country’s need is not 
a big navy but of a highly flexible 
army. The Minister of War holds 
that British prestige in Europe, in 
view of the many complications 
threatened, ean be maintained only if 
England is prepared to fight effective- 
ly on land as well as on sea. Church- 
ill and Lioyd-George have become ob- 
jectionable to the more moderate men 
of the cabinet, not only because of 
their opposition to military and naval 
expansion, but beenuse in their ad- 
yaneed social ideas they are extreme- 
ly radical. 

Must Shed Radicalism. 


Mr. Asquith feels that unless the 
government can shed this radicalism 
it is certain in the near future to be 


defeated in parliament and over- 
whelmned before the country Ap- 
parently the King takes the Asquith- 
Haldane side, for His Majesty pub- 


licly repudiated Sir Thomas Barclay, 
who has been active in South-eastern 
Europe, claiming to represent the 
views of King Edward and striving te 
the growth of hostile feeling 
Austria and England, The 
Asquith cabinet from the beginning 
has strongly deplored Austria's | a@n- 
nexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
and the King has not wanted the 
effects of this attitude to be neutral- 
ized by Sir Thomas Barclay’s pro- 
paganda.

the mind of the ratepayer. has under 
kone any radical or complete change 
since a year or so ago.  Aldermar 


Manson is an ardent municipal owner- 
ship advocate, but he is a sane one. 


He is convineed that at the present 


moment this city has on its hands as 


many municipal undertakings as 
can profitably execute. 
when it was moved at the regular 
meeting of the city council on Tues- 
day evening, at which Mayor Lee 
presided, all the aldermen being pre- 
sent, to bury the gas question until ; 
more convenient season, somewher 
in the indefinite future, he very natur- 
ally asked for the reasons of the alder- 
men who favored this action. 

This subject was introduced by a 
communication from the solicitors of 
the Economical Gas Apparatus Con- 
struction Company, enclosing 4 
marked cheque for $1,000 to cover the 
cost of submitting a by-law to thi 
people and as a guarantee of the good 
faith of the applicants for a franchis 

Why, Asked Alderman Manson. 

When the communication was reed 
it was moved that the letter be filed 
and the cheque returned. 

“Why should the council desire to 
shelve the gas question?” asked Alder 
man Manson. “The people want gas 
just as much now as when the Inter 
national Heating & Lighting Com- 
pany’s franchise was submitted t« 
them, and when they said, by a vote 
of 4 to 1, ‘give us gas, and give it t 


it 


us at once. We are not particular 
from whom we get it, and are even 
satisfied with the prices quoted by 
the company.’ IT would like to hear an 
expression of opinion from some 

the aldermen who favor ignoring th« 
expressed wishes of the people on this 
subject. It is true there are 80 07 
25 coal mines in this vicinity, th 
owners of which do not view the 


operation of a gas company with any 
degree of favor, but the events of the 


past week show that some compet 
tion might have a very desirable 
effect.’ 


“The people don’t want gas,” seid 
Alderman Fraser. 

“Who are the people?’’ demanded 
Alderman Manson.

People Want Gas. 

Alderman Lundy was of an opinion 
similar to Alderman Manson. He be- 
lieved the people did want gas. The 
reason the council was turning down 
the proposition was because the Te 
presentative of the Keonomical Gas 
Apparatus Company could not give 
the assurance of a fair rate. — Not- 
withstanding that fact, he believed 
the eouncil should take up the ques- 
tion and make an effort to secure gas 
by some means for the citizens of Ed- 
monton, 


Alderman Armstrong, replying to 
Alderman Lundy, said that since it 
was a question of price it would be 


absurd to discuss the clauses of a fran- 
chige, knowing that the price clause 
would exclude every possibility of 
passing the by-law. Dollar gas was 
whet the council demanded, and the 
representative of this company had 
said tha tit would be impossible for 
his company to undertake to produce 
artificial gas for such a price. 
Alderman Agar gave his view of the 
subject, stating that the people were 
not suffering for the want of gas, and 
in his judgment the city should with- 
hold granting a franchise to any pri- 
vate company at the present tiie. 


There was always the possibility of 
natural gas being discovered in the 
vicinity of Edmonton, ,and,, in any 


event, to withhold granting a fran-

TEXT OF CONFESSION 
OF REV, CARMICHAEL 


Methodist Preacher Who Murdered 
One of His Congregation and Who 
Subsequently Committed Suicide 

we «beft Letter Telling the Horrible 
Deeds. 


Cathage, Ils., Jan. 12.—Rey. John 
H. Carmichael, the slayer of Gideon 
Browning in his church in Columbus, 
Michigan, and who committed sui- 
cide here, left a letter confessing the 
crime, which is as follows: 

“Carthage, Il., Jan. 9, 1909. 

‘To, Mr. Waggonsteil, Port Huron 

Michigan. 

“Honored sir,—I write this letter to 
explain some things in connection 
with the Columbus church tragedy. T 
am guilty only because I am a coward 
The man had hypnotic influence over 
me that I felt that something must 
be done. TI felt greatly ashamed that 
a man said to be short minded should 
be able to compel me to yield to his 
will, but'l said nothing about it 

“At first he said: “It’s all right, 
elder, don’t be afraid.’ Then he began 
to talk about how we two could get 
rich. Three times he came to the rear 
of my barn and talked to me through 
the manure hole; twice he was at 
the river when I went to water my 
stock, and each time I felt that he 
was doing something that he was 
proud of. : 

“Onee when [I was going out to Co- 
lumbus he was on the pike near the 
pike schoolhouse. When I overtook 
him he asked me to ride. T could not 
refuse. He asked me if I ever had 
driven up the pike to Port Huron, to 
which I answered no. 

“Then he said: ‘Come, let's 
up.’ I dissented, but he kept on un- 
til he persuaded me to go. He got 
out and stood at the corner while I 
went to the barn with the rig

“Then, after we had the 
restaurant, for which he paid, also for 
the horse, he gave mé half a dollar 
and he wanted me to step ecross there 
and buy a small hatchet for his boy 
to play with 1 began to tell him to 
go and do his own buying, when he 
set his eyes upon me mm the queerest 
sort of look, something like the look 
of a snake’s eyes.

I thought he fully meant to 
get married when he engaged my ser- 
vices, but when he met me and he was 
alone, I began to feel uneasy, but he 
said it was all right, the others would 
come in a carriage. When he went 
into the church 1 wanted to light a 
lamp, to which he dissented, saying. 
‘No, elder. no light unless they should 
come,’ Presently he said: ‘Maybe 
you'd better have a little fire.’ 

So I went out and passed wood to 
him through the window. When I had 
put in what ! thought would be en- 
ough, he said: “Now, elder, the moon 
is shining right on the front door, and 
there to come in 


if you go around 
someone may see you. Just put up
